The focusing control for normal and 
wide angle lenses, also situated at the 
top of the camera body, is operated with 
the middle finger of the right hand while 
the forefinger rests on the shutter release, 
ready for the exposure.

This is 
smoother and more certain than the early 
method of focusing by manipulating the 
camera mount directly. 

Two other popular features have been 
retained on the new Nikon S-2. The com- 
pletely removable camera back and fixed 
take-up spool offer the advantage of utter 
simplicity in loading the camera, also 
insuring that the film is correctly aligned. 
(Another welcome improvement is the lo- 
cation of the tripod socket, eliminating 
stress and strain to the camera base and 
back. In the new Nikon 5-2, the tripod 
socket is built directly into the body 
and is centered for better balance 

The main flash terminal has been so lo- 
cated as not to interfere with focusing, 
viewing and general handling of the cam- 
era. The bayonet lens mount has also 
been retained, thereby continuing a fea- 
ture which has since been adopted by 
other camera manufacturers. In this way 
only is there absolute assurance of 
proper seating of the lens and its correct 
alignment with relation to the film plane.

An auxiliary flash terminal has been 
included in front of the camera accessory 
clip. It is expected that a special compact 
flash unit will be shortly announced, de- 
signed to slide into the accessory clip. 
Contact with the flash terminal will be 
made without the need for external wires. 

Last, and certainly not least, is the fact 
that the Nikon camera is furnished with 
Nikkor lenses as standard equipment. 
This is quite natural inasmuch as both 
the Nikon camera and Nikkor lenses are 
made by the same manufacturer, under 
the same roof.

TEN VETERAN JUDGES TELL 


WHAT THEY LOOK FOR IN PICTURES 


By BRUCE DOWNES 


who snapped a picture with her box 
camera of two small raccoons huddled 
together in a tree and won a $1,000 cash 
prize in the National Newspaper Snap 
shot Contest “The majority of the 
judges,” wrote Langer, “felt that the pic 
ture merited the high award,” and then 
he went on to say that “it is safe to as 
sume that had the roster of judges been 
changed by even one, the selection 
would have perhaps been different.” 

Let's face it. In a contest we're deal 
ing with pictures (which are not meas 
urable by any yardsticks) being judged 
by men and women with their normal 
quota of complicated emotions and hu 
man failings. With these ingredients the 
combinations and possibilities are enor 
mous. With five men on a panel of 
judges anything can happen. No one 
can predict the outcome. One or two 
may dominate the rest; one may be too 
tired to fight for his choices, or another 
may be influenced by a third whose rep 
utation may be formidable. The weaker 
characters may be better critics of the 
art of photography than their more pet 
suasive or louder-voiced colleagues 

Every prize awarded by a group of 
judges must be the result of a compro 
mise. Only on extremely rare occasions 
does a single picture stand out as supe 
rior in the minds of all the judges. Pic 
tures cannot be measured by any for 
mula, although there have been many 
attempts to do so. People, including ex 
pert judges, have opinions about pic 
tures, and when opinions are in conflict 
you have discussions and arguments un 
til finally some measure of agreement is 
found by the majority The first-prize 
winner in a large national competition 
cannot really be regarded as the best, 
because another jury, or one in which 
all but one of the members are the same, 
would most likely choose a different one 
What you get is a picture on which most 
of the judges agreed 

As a contest judge of considerable ex 
perience I can assure you that on all the 
panels I have served the judges have 
extraordinarily 


been conscientious in 


trying to arrive at satisfactory decisions 
Their behavior, in fact, has always been 
remarkably like that of jurors whose ver 
dict could send a man to jail. [| have 
seen a group of tired men who have 
worked from g o'clock in the morning 
sweat it out until 2 o'clock the follow 
ing morning. Such sessions are alive 
with discussions and arguments, and 
finally somebody has to give in. A judge 
holding out for a particular picture 
agrees to accept second, third, or fourth 
place for it Phe persuasions, compro 
mises, even bullying that go on, and the 
toll taken by sheer physical and mental 
fatigue make predicting what a given 
jury will do impossible The judges 
themselves would find it impossible to 
predict a half hour before the job ts 
done what the final outcome will be 

If it is impossible to predict what a 
given group of judges will do, are there 
any other ways of increasing one’s 
chances of winning a prize, any useful 
hints? Yes, there are 
1) Read the rules carefully. Many 
prizes are lost by photographers who just 
didn't take the trouble to read them 
Phe rules will tell you what kind of pu 
tures are wanted. If the contest sponsor 
is seeking pictures that wall depict his 
product in use, then it would be a wast

Tires for home movies can be made 
using technique hown in Make Your 
Own Title Slides appearing on page 66 
of this issue.

Naturally I feel better qualified to 
judge picture stories than single photo- 
graphs. Yet I enjoy looking at single pic- 
tures when they meet the standards im- 
posed by photographic journalism. I dis- 
like them intensely when they are doc- 
tored up to appeal to judges of salon 
photography. Salon-type pictures tend to 
go right out of this world and they sel 
dom take me along with them. I suppose 
I’m actually a purist because I hate alter- 
ing of any kind in photography. If a pic- 
ture has been prettied up I'm more apt to 
give it the boot than the nod. 

For the most part I think a good pic- 
ture sells itself to a judge instead of the 
judge deliberately searching for a picture 
that fits into his philosophy of photogra 
phy. However if a contest has a commer- 
cial aspect I respect it and keep an eye 
out for entries that will benefit the spon- 
sors. 

An aspect that I can’t avoid if I try is 
the tendency of contest photography to 
run in cycles. Several years ago when a 
picture of a skinny cat sniffing at a gar- 
bage can won a prize, it was an original 
concept. At the next contest and the next 
and the next numerous pictures showed 
up on the same theme. These popular 
trends include the use of bouncelight, the 
fashion model with the taxi and violent 
movement in the background, and high 
key photography. They all run the nor 
mal gamut and then a new trend starts. 
But contestants might remember that the 
award goes to the innovator, not the 
imitator.—fm

will print perfectly on a #2 paper. But 
in spite of high skill you may produce a 
near miss, in which case it should still 
be possible to make a good print on a 
#3 paper if the negative is flat, and on 
#1 paper if the negative is too contrasty. 
In order to know how to adjust the film 
manufacturer's recommendations for de- 
veloping times, we can conduct a little 
experiment to find the best developing 
times for our negatives. Let’s use a Ko- 
dak Super-XX roll film of the 120 size 
and develop it in Microdol developer 
The recommended developing time is 16 
minutes at 68 F. This is for the famous
